Practices of the large companies en- 
gaged in the development of the

@rere presented today by speakers be- 

ore the University of Virginia insti- 
3 of public’ affairs, 

~ William K. Jackson, vice president 
of the United Fruit Company, in a 
paper read by H. L. Harris, advertis- 
i manager of the company, said 
“the companies engaged in the banana 
business may well regarded as 
great international institutions en- 
gaged in the promotion of interna- 
tional good will and devoted to the 
principles of fair play and mutual 
advantage in the marts of trade.” 

In opposition to this view, Charles 
D. Kepner Jr., author, of Stafford 
Springs, Conn., charged that “in va- 
rious ways the. United Fruit Company 
has failed to respect the authority of 
nations in which it operates.” 

“It has obtained monopolistic pow- 
er in countries which have laws 
against monopoly.” he said. “It has 
built. railroad branches without gov- 
ernmental authorization. .It issues 
illegal differential freight rates,. re- 
fuses to submit statistical reports as 
required and in other ways acts in- 
dependently of regulations and super- 
visory officials.” 

Dr, Ernest Minor Patterson, of the 
University of Pennsylvania, told the 
institute that “proposals to increase 
the power of big business will meet 
with hostility and will increase the 
number and strength of radicals.” 

Dr. Patterson, who is professor of 
economics at the University of Penn- 
sylyania, and president of the Amer- 
ican Academy of Political and Social 
Science, asserted “that this is the 
time to maintain such safeguards as 
we may have for individual initiative 
and freedom of competition, not to re- 
move them,” : 

Speaking before the same round 
table Russell Palmer, publisher and 
editor of various trade journals, urged 
amendment of the anti-trust laws to 
provide that before proceeding against 
any combination in restraint of trade 
it shall be necessary for the govern- 
ment to establish a priority that it 
has resulted in unreasonable profit to 
the participants.

“Uneeda Bakers” 
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Truth in Lindbergh Case 
Will Yet Be Told, Boat 
Builder Declares. 


NEW YORK, July 7.—(4)—John 
Hughes Curtis, of Norfolk, Va., con- 
victed of obstructing justice in the 
Lindbergh case, was quoted in an in- 
terview in the World-Telegram today 
as insisting he will “clear his name” 
and “solve the kidnaping mystery, if 
possible.” 

“I have been vindicated by the very 
trial that convicted me as a hoaxer,” 
he was quoted. “Not long ago I was 
ealled ‘the great hoaxer’... yet I was 
indicted for having had actual con- 
tact with the kidnapers or their repre- 
sentatives.” 

The newspaper says it is known “on 
positive authority” that F. W. Wil- 
son, federal agent assigned by the 
government to investigate the kidnap- 
ing of Charles Augustus Lindbergh 
Jr., visited Curtis in his cell in the 
Flemington, N. J. jail yesterday. 

The boat builder would not com- 
ment on this, nor would his lawyer, 
Lloyd Fisher. 

Curtis was quoted in the article as 
saying he was “the victim .of preju- 
dice,” and that he “felt the waves 
of mob anger against him as strong 
as. the waves of an ocean beating 
against the shore.” 

The people “back home” in Virginia 
were divided in their opinions about 
him, Curtis said, “when this thing 
occurred.” but now they are “lining 
up with” him, he added, 

Curtis did not testify at his trial, 
although he had been expected to go 
on the stand to substantiate charges 
of his lawyers that his typed con- 
fession of perpetrating a hoax in the 
case was obtained by police duress. 

“There is one story that never may 
be known,” he said ... “the account 
of what happened to me during those 
eight days with the police and in the 
Lindbergh home. No good can come 
of it 

“T‘ask only that the American peo- 
ple withhold judgment, Whether I am 
freed tomorrow or in three years, I 
must live to face the world.”

At the hospital, where he was tak- 
en for an emergency operation in an 
attempt to save his life, Gould told 
the police that two men drove along- 
side him and opened fire without 
warning. 

Trouble on the South Side, after a 
period of quiet, opened up again a few 
weeks ago when Charles O’Donnell, a 
brother of “Spike,” was machine- 
gunned to ‘death. 

It was predicted then that this was 
only the beginning of further blood- 
shed, and the prediction apparently 
eame true for it was only a few days 
later that Gus Pacelli was killed in 
a resort operated by opponents of 
the O’Donnell crowd. 


SEURET SPECULATION 
S LAID 10 AREUGER 


NEW YORK, July 7.—(/)—Evi- 
dence indicating that Ivar Kreuger, 
speculating in Kreuger & Toll Amer- 
ican certificates, lost nearly $800, 

in the eight months preceding his sui- 
cide in Paris last March was brought 
out at a hearing yesterday before 
Henry K. Davis, special master. 

It also was indicated that some of 
his speculating was done through a 
secret account, of which even his 
brokers were unaware. 

The evidence was produced by Ja- 
cob J. Javits. counsel for the petition- 
ers for an American receivership for 
the Kreuger & Toll Company. 

The witnesses were Nicholas Mur- 
phy, an assistant cashier of the Chase 
National bank, and Jerome Lewine 
and Sherman M. Bijur, with whose 
brokerage firm, the records showed, 
Kreuger opened an account under his 
personal guarantee in August, 1931. 
The account, Lewine and Bijur tes- 
tified, confined its operations to Kreu- 
ger & Toll American certificates, 
which were bought on a falling mar- 
ket. It was opened under the name 
of Mercator, a European subsidiary 
of the Kreuger interests.

Cherry pies may be made oft- 
en and thick, at much less cost than 
is usual. Jars for canning are he- 
ginning to disappear from the stores, 
too, for the red cherries are so easy to 
can, due to their acidity. 

white cherries makes the choic- 
est canned fruit, and should be pack- 
ed in rather a heavy,. rich syrup. 
When the jars are opened, the fruit 
should be ass Pages chilled before 
serving it. The white cherries add 
much. .to the flavor of. mixed fruit 
salads and fruit desserts, but they do 
not have enough: of a decided flavor 
to combine with batters or doughs for 
puddings and similar desserts. 

It takes the red, or so-called sour 
cherries, for pies, cobblers, cottage 
puddings and cakes. 

Preparing the Fruit. 

The most important thing about 
cherry desserts is to remove. every 
single seed from the cherries to be 
used. There are small cherry pit- 
ters on the market, that cost little 
and do much work along these lines. 
Better invest in one of them, and save 
the family’s nerves. It is a tedious 
job, pitting cherries by old-fashioned 
methods, but the job must be done 
right. There ig absolutely nothing 
quite so disappointing in the food 
realm as to take a big anticipatory 
bite of cherry pie, and then bite down 
unexpectedly on a’ cherry pit! No 
matter how good the pie is, this one 
thing spoils the whole meal. Be sure 
every single pit is removed from the 
quart of cherries you are preparing. 

The fruit should be washed before 
stemming and removing pits. Wash 
carefully in cold water, putting 
enough water over the fruit to fully 
cover it. This allows for any stray 
bugs to rise to top of the water and 
be poured off. 

hen it is washed, remove the 
stems, then the pits, After that, the 
fruit is ready for use in whatever 
Way you may desire. 
Cherry Pie. 

The favorite dessert during the 
cherry season is, of course, home- 
made cherry pie. To make it is an 
art. But the beauty of it is that 
the youngest bride may be successful 
at it, provided she follows directions 
explicitly. 

First, the crust. The rule is to use 
one-third as much shortening as flour. 
For a two-crust Bie, a generous sized 
one, you will. need 2 cups of flour, 
sifted before measuring. Put the flour 
in a bowl, add 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-2 
teaspoon baking powder, mix, then 
add 2-3 cup shortening. This latter 
ingredient will be lard, or vegetable 
shortening, or combinations of but- 
ter with other shortenings, depending 
upon whether you wish to make a 
ok or a rich and crumbly crust. 
With clean finger-tips, or with a 
fork, work the flour and shortening 
together until the mixture is of a 
_mealy consistency, | somewhat like 
cornmeal. 

When mealy. add cold water enough 
to make a stiff paste, usually four or 
five tablespoons ,will be enough, but 
it may take a little more. Use ice 
water if possible, and mix quickly 
and to the point. It is at this place 


that most housewives go wrong, they 
stir and beat the dongh too long, or 
else they are afraid of it. Work at it 
as if you meant business, and get 1 
done quickly, The dongh should leave 
the sides of the bow! and gather to- 
gener in the center of it in a. ball, 
Now deftly upset the bowl, and with 
dough, onto a lightly floured board 
or piece of waxed paper, Roll out half 
of it at a time. 

Roll the bottom crust slightly 
thicker than that for the top. hen 
it is rolled out, fold it over in center 
and place it in the bottom of the pie 
pan, pressing it into place all around 
the bottom and sides. Cut off the 
excess dough with knife or break it 
off by pressing heel of the right hand 
against it around the edge of pan. 
Roll out the top crust and leave it 
folded over in half on the beard until 
ready to use it. Cut some gashes 
in the center, to allow for escape of 
steam. 

The Cherry Pie Filling. 

1 quart red cherries, 1-2 cup .gran- 
ulated sugar, 1 tablespoon flour, pow- 
dered sugar for top. 

Filt the pie pan, lined with the 
dough, nearly full with the carefully 
washed and pitted cherries. Have the 
mound rounded over, so that the crust 
will be well-filled even after the cher 
ries are cooked. Combine the sugar 
and flour and sprinkle’ it over tbe 
cherries. Cover with the upper crust. 
pressing the edges of the top and bot- 
tom erust together tightly, and mak- 
ing the fancy curled or crimped edge 
familiar to the markers of pies. This 
prevents juices from, escaping during 
cooking, and makes the pie look real. 

Last of all, push a two-inch length 
of raw macaroni into the middle of 
the pie, to act as a funnel for escap- 
ing steam. Place the cherry pie in 
a hot oven for the first 10 minutes 
baking, using a 450 degree oven. At 
the end of the first 10 minutes, re- 
duce the heat to 425 degrees, slightly 
cooler, and continue baking the pie 
for about half an hour longer. When 
the pie is baked, sprinkle the top 
crust with the powdered sugar, and 
serve while hot if desired. Otherwis 
cool the pie, and serve it cold. So 
people like cherry a la mode, but it 
should not be served with whipped 
cream in the summer, since it is a 
much too heating food. 

Cherry Roll. 

A cherry roll is almost as delicious 
as a homemade cherry pie, and a little 
easier to make. Make a baking pow- 
der biscuit dough, rather richer than 
usual. Roll it out in rectangular 
shape, . abopt . quarter-inch _ thick. 
Spread with butter, then with cher- 
ries, and sprinkle with the sugar and 
flour same as for the pie. Now roll 
up the cherries inside the dough, ex- 
actly like a jelly roll, press top edges 
tightly togetHer, and bake the roll in 
a bread pan in hot oven, 425 degrees, 
until done. Serve with hard sauce, or 
with plain cream and sugar. or with 
any other desired sauce, The roll is 
removed from the bread pan, ent in 
slices and served cut side up on a 
dessert plate. It resembles a slice of 
jelly roll. 

herry Meringue Pie. 

A cherry meringue pie is started 
same as a regular cherry pie, but the 
cherries are cooked separately, stewed 
in sugar and water till done. The 
bottom crust is baked separately, then 
the eooked cherries are placed therein. 
The top of the cherries is covered 
with a sweetened egg-white meringue, 
and the pie then placed in a slow 275 
degree oven for 15 or 20 minutes until 


imeringue is baked through.

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|New York Executive Makes 


First Address Since Speak- 
ing in Chicago. 


ALBANY, N. Y¥., July 7.—(UP) 
Franklin D. Roosevelt tonight made 
his first public address since he spoke 
before the democratic national com- 
mittee in Chicago, but he was speak- 
ing as governor of the state of New 
York and not as the democratic pres- 
idential nominee. 

His talk was an analysis of New 
York state government and was one 


of a series by which he hopes to con- 
eentrate public demands for a tax 
reduction on specific economies in yva- 
rious governmental departments. 

Citing the department of taxation 
and finance, Roosevelt showed that 
its cost in collecting various taxes 
had had a marked decrease since 1922 
although the amount collected had 
increased. 

“It would be interesting to com; 
pare that showing with the reason- 
ably comparable collection costs of 
large scale mercanfile, manufacturing, 
ee and utility businesses,” he 
said.

Naval Program. 

The paper set forth the following 
naval program: 

“The government of the United 
Kingdom puts forward for immediate 
adoption by international agreement 
this set of proposals relating to the 
navies of the world: 

“I—Reduce the maximum size of 
any future capital ship to 22,000 tons, 
and the maximum caliber of the guns 
carried to 11 inches (from 35,000 tons 
and 16-inch guns), 

“2-Reduce the maximum size of | 
cruisers hereafter constructed = to 
7,000 tons and the maximum caliber 
of guns fo 6.1 inches (from 10,000 
tons and 8-inch guns). 

“3—If international agrement on 
point 2 cannot be obtained, the gov- 
ernment of the United Kingdom will 
still urge that the maximum size of 
eapital ships should be reduced to 
25,000 tons and their guns to 12 
inches as a maximum, 

“4--Reduce maxima for aircraft 
carriers to 22,000 tons with 6 1-inch 
guns (these carriers have been in the 
capital ship class). 

“5—Abolish submarines. 

“6—Reduce destroyer tonnage by 
approximately one-third, this depend- 
ing on abolition of submarines. 

“7—If submarines cannot be abol- 
ished, fix their maximum surface dis- 
placement at 250 tons, with strict 
limitation of both total tonnage and. 
number of units.” 


Air Proposals. 

The air program included these 
points: 

1. Abolition of all aerial bombing, 
within limits to be laid down by an 
international convention, bei might 
allow hombing of military points. 

2. Prohibiton of attacks on civilians 
by land, sea or air. 

3. Strict limitation of the unladen 
weight of all military and naval air- 
craft, with the exception of troop 
carriers and flying boats. 

4. Numerica! restrictions on all mil- 
itary aircraft. 

The general sense of the paper was 
that the government welcomed the 
Hoover proposals but preferred naval 
arms reductions to be achieved by cut- 
ting tonnages and gun calibers rather 
than by numerically limiting naval 
units.

olds’ share in the vast estate of his 
father, the late R. J. Reynolds, failed 
to develop any definite information. 

The elder Reynolds, who died in 
1918, provided in his will that his 
four children, of whom Smith was the 
baby, should receive stipulated annual 
incomes between the ages of 21 and 
28, becoming eligible for shares in the 
principal of the estate upon attaining 
the latter age. {It provided for their 
children but, a friend of the family 
explained, it made no provision for 
the wives and husbands of his two 
sons and two daughters. 

Smith was just 20 years old when 
his career was ended by a bullet, after 
embracing in the last three years two 
marriages, a divorce and a world- 
girdling tour by airplane and boat.

Boyd Comstock’s nomination for the 
closest approach to a perfect runner 
is Gene Venzke, Pottstown’s famous 
flier who ran an indoor mile at 4,10 
and then proved his outdoor class in 
the Boston trials. Venzke is now 
hard at work for the Palo Alto test 
next week where he will have plenty 
of competition over the 1,500-meter 
route. 

“I have studied Venzke’s form,” 
Comsteck says, “from the bottom of 
his feet to the top of his head—foot 
action—knee action—body action— 
arm. action—head action—every de- 
tail that a great runner needs. May- 
be I am a little optimistic. But if 
this kid has a flaw I have never been 
able to find it. He is closer to a per- 
fect machine than anything I ever saw 
on the track.” 


Can He Win? 


“That's all right,” I suggested to 
Comstock, “but can he beat the field 
in the Palo Alto trials and later at 
Los Angeles *’ 

That’s another problem,” Com- 
stock answered. “When you get 
around world’s record time—when 
the best in the world are gathered 
together—it is often a matter of 
peak and fitness for that one day. 
The greater runner may not be 
quite at his best. Some rival may 
be at the top. That will make a 
difference when it gets down to 
a matter of just a few feet, or a 
split second. 

“I think Venzke can turn the trick. 
He has some great competition ahead 
with Cunningham, Hallowell, Mangin, 
Crowley and others—and later when 
the Olympie games start at Los An- 
geles he will have a terrific foreign 
field to meet in Larva and Purje of 
Finland, Thomas of Great Britain, 
Wichmann of Germany, Ny of Swe- 
den and a few others who can trarel 
close to record time. It will take a 
new world’s record to win this 1,500- 
meter race. but at his best I think 
Venzke will be the boy.” 


A Few Others.

Comstock was quite ready to

From that point on Mike Sweeney, 
of Hill school, did the rest—the final 
development of stride, knee action and 
other needed details that cut away 
important seconds,

tling at Worcester. The winning crew 
will have nine. nations to face before 
ithe ultifhate winner is decided at 
Long Beach. Here they: are—Argen- 
tina, France, Germany, Italy.
